THAT SHOE FACTORY 


As we stated in this paper last evening 
the final papers in the contract for loca­ 
ting Henderson & Co’|. shoe factory at 
Dixon have been signed, sealed and de 
Hvered; if the express agents were prompt 
n their work this morning, as the docu­ 
ments were last evening sent to the parly 
»1 the second part. 
II. T. Noble, S. C. 
KeP?, J as. A. Hawley, A. C. Warner and 
G, urge Steel, on the partof Dixon, signed 
¡t contract with C. M. Henderson & Co. 
agreeing to pay the latter a little over 
twenty-seven thousand dollars, as the 
money is needed for the erection of a 
building of certain dimentions; say, three 
hundred feel long; three stories and a 
basement; with an office and store house, 
etc. 
Henderson & Co. themselves will 
probably, before the first of September 
next, add to the buildings over thirty 
thousand dollars worth of machinery and 
fixtures, so that it will be teen that the 
amount donated by the citizens of Dixon 
will be but a small portion in value of 
the entire plant that is to be placed here. 
Furthermore, the money that the people 
have subscribed, as well as the amounts 
to 
he 
put 
in 
by 
the 
firm, 
will 
be expended in Dixon during the com- 
aiug summer, and therefore will not be 
lost to the laborers, merchants and me 
chiinic3 of this place. 
The good that will 
result to Dixon and vicinity in the years 
to come can uot be estimated. 
W ork will 
be commenced upo.n the buildiugs inline 
diately and therefore ubout twenty-five 
per cent of the funds subscribed will prob­ 
ably be called upon on or before the fif­ 
teenth day of April, next. 
About seven 
acres of lands, lying north of First street 
in West Dixon, 
north of the college 
grounds, near the Dysart, & Laing eleva­ 
tor, have been purchased for the budd­ 
ings 
A little over two thousand dollars 
of the citizens fund, above mentioned, 
will be appropriated foi» the purchase of 
the site.

W hen officers arriv ed on the scone, a fow 
moments later, they found Lannahan lying 
dead on the floor with blood oozing from a 
bullet wound through his head, and Flan- 
nagan lying noar by unconscious with a shot 
th r o u gh his breast. 
His loft eye was shot 
out and sov oral wound3 in tho head.

brecht stated that the proprietors had at­

determ ined to lose no tim» i in pushing it 
through to final passage. 
Balfour then mov ed tho first reading of 
the bill, and referring to Parnell's am end­ 
m ent that tho house req uired further infor­ 
m ation as to tho condition of Ireland before 
the introduction of the bill, said he thought 
tho Parnellites wero sufficiently informed 
already, and should recognize tho anarchy 
existing in Ireland as an artizan recognizes 
work dono by his own hand. 
Speak ing of 
tho am ount of crime to bo considered, Bal­ 
four said it was shown in fact, and was a 
m atter of record, that the police ’.were now 
protecting in M unster, 498 persons; in Con­ 
naught, 175, and in Leinster, 251, and read 
iocum ents showing tha t the persons now 
charged with crim inal acts in Ireland bore 
relation w hatev er to 
the am ount ^ of 
crim e, boycotting, and intim idation existing 
there a t this timo. 
These facts, he declared, 
were prov ten by the testim ony of im partial 
and non-partisan witnesses, and 
further 
ev idence was shown in the fact that juries 
had refused in the clearest possible cases to 
conv ict criminals, who, because of the per- 
jured action of the jurym en, were perm itted 
to go free and repeat thoir crimes. 
Balfour read a long list of cases in support 
of his argum ent in which juries had wholly 
disregard©» ! the ev idence against criminals, 
ami said this sort of thing existed when tho 
entire press of Ireland iis well as a portion 
of England held up to public scorn jurym en 
who obeyed the laws and decided cases by 
tho ev idence presented. 
This k ind of terror­ 
ism had completely ov erturned the jury sys­ 
tem in Ireland. 
The idea tha t the N ational 
league in any way whatsoev er resembled 
trade unions, Balfour scouted as too absurd 
for serious considerat ion. 
The first idea of 
the league, he said, was to combine the plun­ 
der of indiv iduals with the destruction of the 
constitution. 
He then stated the proposals contained in 
the bill, the prov isions of which bad been 
borrowed from the Scotch system of giv ing 
to m agistrates the pow®r to exam ine wit­ 
nesses on oath ov en " lien no persons are 
charged with crime. 
To meet the difficulty 
of obtaining v erdicts the gov ernm ent pro­ 
posal to abolish the ju ry system altogether 
for certain classes of crime, the m agistrate 
to hav e jurisdiction in such cases w ith the 
maxim um power of condemning oonv icted 
criminals to six m onths im prisonm ent 
The 
cases coining under this prov ision are con 
spiracy, boycotting, rioting, offen<5ss under 
the “ white boy” act, assaulting officers of the 
law, forcible and unlaw ful possession and in­ 
citing to com m it any of those offences. 
Balfour declared that the gov ernm ent had 
no intention to abridge the liberty of the 
press, and hoped that 
he law punishing the 
incitem ent of offenses would be sufficient to 
prev ont the press from sharing the crimes 
committed. 
The bill perm its a change of 
v enue for the trial of grav er charges, and in 
such cases the attorney* general of England 
or Ireland should cartifv to that effect when 
a fairer trial could be M d in England. Irish 
counsel will be perm itted to appear in Eng 
lish courts in these cases. 
The crimes triable 
in England, which are m urder and other ag 
grav ated crim es purely political, such as 
treason, seditious libel, etc., are excluded 
from the bill, and in all cases the prov isions 
of the bill are to be applied to proclaimed 
districts only.

Concluding, Balfour said the operat ion of 
the bill will not be limited to any fixed time. 
The bill was fram ed in ¡he cause of liberty, 
and he ask ed the 
house to lose no tune in

she is groaning. 
Dillon said he did not believ e that the peo­ 
ple of England would sanction such a meas­ 
ure, and declared tha t the people of Ireland 
would t*3 slav es indeed, if they submitted to 
it. 
As for himself, he would willingly leav e 
a country in which no Irishm an could liv e 
unless he liv ed as a slav e, or if the people 
were willing be would proudly lead them to 
battle for tb air liberty and tbeir rights. 
Such a measure as the gov ernm ent proposes, 
he d e cla re d would d riv j the people back to 
tfio horrors they had form erly experienced.

let it pass a bill enforcing coercion and 
neither this nor any other Irish measure

A conference of Liberal Unionists will

It has been shown that 
sev eral Union Liberalists do not approv e the 
measure, but it is understood tha t a m ajority

The directors now propose to 
m eet the commissioners w ith a definite pro 
posal for a readjustm ent of financial re la­ 
tions which shall be final 
Ignoring the original contract, they are 
prepared to m ak e such an offer as to the in­ 
terest upon the gov ernm ent bonds adv anced 
in aid of the construction of the road, accom ­ 
panied by a plan for the gradual reduction 
and 
ultim ate 
paym ent 
in 
full 
of 
the 
principal 
of 
tha 
debt, 
as 
they 
believ e can 
not 
but 
commend 
itsolt 
to the minds cf all reasonable men. 
On 
the other hand they will ask the gov ernm ent 
to put the com pany in position to m eet the 
liabilities it thus offers to incur by allowing 
it to stand on an eq ual footing w ith its com­ 
petitors; giv ing it the same power to con­ 
struct lines, lease properties and contract 
loans. 
» 
D uring the past two years a largo am ount 
has been inv ested in the improv em ent of the 
m ain line.

Chicago , March 29 . - Henry George, the 
ap ostle of “ Land Reform,” sp oke in this city 
Monday at Central Music hail to about 2,000 
p eop le. 
He stated that the subject of bis 
discussion was the labor q uestion—a q uestion 
th at was not a class q uestion in any sense, 
but one to which v ery little attention was 
being p aid. 
Still it had to be settled or our 
civ ilization was doomed. Defining bis theme, 
he said the labor q uestion was simp ly one of 
too many hands and too little work. 
Aye, 
some would say, here is the Malthusian 
theory. 
That theory, Mr. George held, was 
not tenable in a new country like this. Why, 
others would say, your v iew of the labor 
q uestion is readily exp lained by ov er-p roduc­ 
tion. 
“ Is not this,” the sp eaker said, amid 
great ap p lauso, “an assertion that want and 
suffering are here because there is too much 
wealth? So much food is p roduced that p eo­ 
p le hav e to go hungry; so much clothing is 
manufactured that p eop lo must wear their 
old clothes; so many shoes are made that 
children must go barefooted. 
How absurd! 
Does not all this cry about ov erp roduc­ 
tion' resolv e itself down to tho be re fact that 
w hat we aro suffering from is unjust dis­ 
tribution f ’ 
Hav ing brielly touched up on the p ernicious 
institution of female and children’s labor, 
Mr. George came to sp eak up on p rotectiv e 
tariff. “ How absurd!” ho exclaimed. “ What 
is the tariff for? For the cap italists? Oh, 
no; for the laboring men, so we are told. 
To p rev ent outsiders from doing our work, 
and at p resont we are dev ising moans to 
keep the foreigners out. 
Yet tho home 
laborer has to lie idle and suffer undor that 
v ery p rotectiv e tariff.” Recurring again to 
the cry of scarcity of work, the sp eaker 
directly went for tho land q uestion. 
In 
ev ery great city the p op ulation of an or­ 
dinary v illngo was often crowded into ono 
» lock. 
In the Fourteenth ward of this city, 
he said, with its BO,009 inhabitants, families 
were of ton found liv iDg in one room, with 
chalk 
lines div iding 
thom. 
Yet 
two- 
thirds of 
tho 
territory 
of the 
ward 
consisted of v acant lots. 
Tho whole great 
west had thousands of miles of unp roductiv e 
p rop erty, and yet p eop le wero clamoring for 
homes. 
Here, Mr. George claimed, was the 
v ery heart of the laboi q uestion. 
Tho sp eaker p rotested against the imp uta­ 
tion that he had drawn his ideas from Cali­ 
fornia. 
True, to a certain extent wages 
went up when the p lacers were discov ered, 
and men could earn $12 and $10 a day with 
the 
most 
p rimitiv e 
imp lements. 
Other 
wages rose corresp ondingly, but this was 
not the result of the discov ery of gold—it 
was because the land was free to all. 
Sup - 
p oie gold had been discov ered on p riv ate 
p rop erty, like gas and oil in Pennsylv ania 
and 
Ohio. 
Would 
that discov ery hav e 
raised wages? Not much; but it would hav e 
created an immense boom in real estate. 
At 
t he root of all the misery and sq ualor of to­ 
day, right iu the midst of our centers of civ ­ 
ilization, there must be an injustice, and 
that injustice was tho disinheritance of our 
children. 
Truly, Thomas Jefferson sp oke of 
a self-ev ident truth. 
The truth was that 
the land belonged to the liv ing and not to 
the dead. 
There nev er was a man who had 
a right to grant away in p erp etuity this 
world, or any p art of it, for this world was 
not made for any one generation. 
Sp eaking, in conclusion, of the method by 
which eq ual right to land could be obtained, 
Mr. George adv anced his well-known theories 
of taking for the use of the community such 
v alue as was created by the growth of p op u- 
lation, not any v alues created by imp rov e­ 
ments up on tho land. 
Tho increase in v alue 
of land was something created by the com­ 
munity, hence this increase should be taken 
for the use of the community. 
It would not 
bo necessary to rent out the land in order to 
reach this aim, the latter would far better 
and easier be reached by taxing the land. 
After concluding his sp eech Mr. George 
was asked a number of q uestions. 
I he f ol 
lowing is one cf them and the answer: 
“ Suppose there are two men with $1,000 
each. 
One inv ests his money in land, the 
other in money interests. 
W hat will the 
man do who holds the land when the general 
confiscation comes?” 
“ The same as the man did in the south 
who p aid $1,000 for a slav e p rior to the 
emancip ation act.”

A noted ex-general of the Union army to­ 
day commented up on the alleged absolute 
p ower exercised by Edwin M. Stanton when 
secretary of war. Tho ex-general had liecn 
p ersonally and contemp oraneously cogni­ 
zant of much of tho inner history of the war 
dep artment, as well as of the affairs at the 
front, when Grant was fighting his w ay in 
tho Wilderness ami thereafter on the road to 
Richmond. 
He said tbero w as no donbt of 
Stanton's comp lete control ov er President 
Lincoln when ho chose to exercise it, in mo­ 
mentous war q uestions as well as small de­ 
tails regarding the conduct of tho Union 
armies. Said tho general: 
“You p eop lo in Washington believ e that 
Gen. Rawlins worded that stirring telegrap hic 
disp atch which Grant sent from the front in 
1364 at a time when our congressmen were 
scared and the p eop le of the north were in 
dismay at the terrible slaughter of our army 
as Grant drov e Leo toward Richmond. 
I 
refer to the disp atch: ‘We will fight it out ou 
this lino if it takes all summer.’ Now, I know 
al>out tho origin, wording and transmission 
of that massage. 
It was written by Stanton 
when Lincoln was in conference with him in 
the war dep artment. They were both alarmed 
about the p olitical outlook in tho northern 
states. The discouraging accounts from the 
seat of war were tolling against the adminis­ 
tration, and the fear, in conseq uence, that 
Lincoln would not be re-elected p romp ted 
Stanton to do something which would reas­ 
sure the p eop le, restore confidence in U nsuc­ 
cessful termination of the war in fav or of the 
Union cause and insp ire more resp ect for the 
Lincoln administration. Stanton, as a means 
to this end, telegrap hed to Grant to send some 
encouraging news, and Stanton at the same 
time adv ised and wrote out tho form of dis­ 
p atch to be transmitted in resp onse to Ins sug- 


g^Op p ortunely, and it has been alleged in 
co-op eration with Stanton, at th at moment a 
knot of senatp rs and members o f the' Jouse 
got together in secret caucus at the Cap itol to 
consider the critical situation, and on behalf 
of all of them a telegram was sent to G rant 
inq uiring how they wero getting along at the 
front and what they p rop osed to do. 
My 
recollection is that the disp atch to which 
Grant made answer was p rep ared and sent by 
Senator Nesmith, of Oregon, who in s c W r j 
man of that caucus. 
G rants celebrated 
answer, which, as be'ore 
which had been p rev iously adv ised by Stan­ 
ton, had the desired effect. 
It gav e heart and 
encouragement to the p eop le of the northern 
states. It gav e strength to the weakened 
p olitical sup p orters of Lincoln for re-e*eetion 
to the p residency, and, m fact, the disp atch 
was v ery effectiv e in silencing op p osition 
among Rep ublicans to Lincoln’s candidacy.

The thick, syrup -like juice ex­ 
udes from tho cuts and hardens on tho bark 
into white, sp ongy flakes, which, when hard 
enough, ore remov ed and dried still further 
before they are p acked for commerce.

In heahli and physiqu« * these 
women are m td' ls worthy of our adm iration 
and emulation. 
It is with rare ex eepiion.s 
that the tourist, sties a. pale fared, puny, siekly 
looking, spindle waisted, panting, fainting 
English woman. 
The pink and while com­ 
plex ion, tin* clear eye, the well rounded war t, 
the firm tr ad, bespeak perfect bwlily health. 
Many of th< * women take their summer 
outing in long walks across the fields, that 
they may view nature in nil its grandeur and 
simplicity, instead of rushing from shop to 
dressmaker and packing Saratoga trunks for 
days or weeks before “taking a rest.*’ They 
don a tidy flannel walking costume, fill a 
hand basket, with a few toilet articles, and 
start on their walking or tricycle tour over 
the charming roads, making detours, as they 
fancy, over the heaths. 
It is not uncommon 
to see a double tricycle with husband and 
wife riding through the country for their 
vacation. 
Doubt less the good health of those 
women is due largely to their outdoor ex er­ 
cise. 
In this class will Ix * found the best of 
homemakers, the broad minded philanthrop­ 
ists and reformers and the happiest and most 
useful wives, mothers and spinsters 
The English wife in this class is no drudge; 
she commands a retinue of servants that 
would appall the American husband on do­ 
mestic pay day. 
The standing of a family 
socially doj>onds somewhat upon the number 
of servants employed. 
‘‘We could easily 
manage our household service with « me ser­ 
vant,* said a model mother to me, “but son 
and daughters would rather economize in 
other ways and keep two maids for th aje 
[» ear a nee of the thing.” 
The irregularity, 
the timely luncheon of the English household 
would mak *a drudge of the head wen* it not 
fur the number’s of servants usually employed. 
1 have been most delightfully entertained in 
several charming, perfectly ordered homes of 
men engaged in large m anufacturing inter­ 
ests, ami find that the usual retinue of ser­ 
vants consists ot a cook, house maid, nurse, 
governess, gardener, groom and valet. 
The 
scarcity «.»1 labor keeps these servants respect* 
ful and attentive, and their “character” de­ 
pend# upon the length of time they serve one 
m aster. 
This makes commanding and serv­ 
ing much less annoying than with us in 
America, where the help ex pects to rule or 
ruin. 
It the mistress of this manse is given 
to benevoleiuv, as sh** usually is, 
mployi 
a woman philanthropist to read the Bible and 
visit the sick, the afflicted or the fall *n with 
messages of consolation, the lout or I he bunch 
of flowers, as the case may require. 
The zeal and m agnitude of charities carried 
oil by this class of women in the citie; of 
England is beautiful to contemplate. 
Con­ 
sidering 
the great demoralization of tIt** 
masses throughout the British Empire, it ap~ 
pears to me that these women, and their 
hearty eodaborej-s, their husbands, fathers and 
brothers, are holding up by main force the 
whole structure of British society. 
They are 
usually devoted to church duties, the church 
leading rather than following in works of re­ 
form and chanty. 
I am pleased to note the* 
absence of religiouscant in their conversation 
and methods; they do not ex pect the Lord to 
serve them as their apprentice, but with an 
ex ecutive ability born of real and common 
sense they apply the law as laid down in 11 is 
word. 
There in an ent ire absence of silly 
Smalltalk and affectation among them, which 
gives place to genial, pbilani hropieorpolil.ieul 
subjects. Altogether tie* women of the middle 
« lass of England are charm ing to study and 
to know

m other should, unless she has servants who 
can be thoroughly trusted, personally attend 
W) these arrangem ents; 
it is her province. 
There is great danger that an infant under 3 
years of age will be overfed if it be left to 
the discretion of the nurse. 
These persons, 
generally, to -.top the screaming of a child, 
whether it proceed from pain or crossness, o r 
repletion (as it often does), give it something 
to eat—often that which is very injurious, to 
ternot t he nnpetfte; if it will only eat and stop 


crying they do not can* for the future incon- 
\enieiiec which this habit of itidulgtw o ni;ij 
bring on the child and its mother. 
Arrange as early us pus-ibl« * the regular 
fine*' of giving food to children, according to 
their ag« * and constitution. 
Young infant« 
require f» **! « » very tw o hours when awake; 
after 3 months « » Id th**y may go three leans, 
then cautiously lengthen the time, as th 
chiM « an B ar it. 
But rememb« r th at uli 
tem peram ents are n« » t alik« *.

One ml*» , however, will apply to all—never 
give f«K>«l to amuse a child or keep it quiet 
when it is not hungry, or to reward it f<*i 
Ix dng g'N» d.

n |ss*vish tem per or to curb a violent one by 
pampering the appetite for lux uries in diet.—

Resjx jcting the Anglo-Israel mania, a self- 
cvidcnt and undeniable proof of un early 
settlement of I* raelitish tribes in tho United 
Kingdom is air<.» rded by names of towns, of a 
nature w hich historians as well as ethnologists 
idrnit. 
Every lx nly will agree th at Dover, for 
instance, is nothing else than a dialectical 
form of th« * locality Debir (Joshua x iii, 20). 
Edinburgh is no doubt tho Eden town, and, 
i n fact, there is an K*Ionic view from th at 
town. 
Eborucuui (York) is either the town 
of Eber or else Ehras, “ tho blessed tow n,” 
with a Latin term ination. 
But let us take 
London, whose derivation is still doubtful; 
a 11« brew name we shall find it to lie Lan- 
Dan, “ the dwelling of Dan.” Old L<» ndou 
was, therefore, inhabited by the Danites 
(¡ht * 
hups a p art of them went over to Den-mark, 
although not vet claimed by the Danes). 
In the name of Dublin is most likely to l>o 
found a reversed form, th at name seeming 
to b<* Dubbin, tho dwelling of Dub or Dob. 
This word, which means usually in Hebrew 
a 1 » car, could diulectically mean a wolf (hard­ 
ened from Z« *eb). 
Tho wolf represents the 
tribe of Benjamin (Ocncsis x lix , “T>, conse­ 
quently a p art of the Benjamites nettled in 
Dublin, and that perhaps in the time* of 
remiali, who, it is known, came over to Ire­ 
land, married an Irish p rinm ;s, and brought 
over a copy ««f tho law*, which is now buried 
in the* Mount T am (from Tliorah, tho law). 
Tho tribal characteristic of “ ravening as a 
wolf" still continues 1«» m ark the descendant:#. 
It is not unlikely th at Phoenicians settled also 
in England, which has long been siispn-ted 
from the frequently employe« ! word Bui as u 
prefix m Celtic localities. 
Could not Syden­ 
ham mean “ th« * home of tho Nidonians;"—A
